RECONSIDERATION OF EXECUTIVE FORCE REVIEW COMMITTEE’S FINDINGS 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS - NON-HIT SHOOTING, JANUARY 3, 1995, IAB 
INVESTIGATION #008694 


After extensive review of the investigative package covering 
this non-hit shooting, I can not agree with the findings of 
the Force Review Committee. I base my conclusion on an 
analysis of the evidence which may not have been available 
to the reviewing commanders. Specifically, that the 
suspect’s vehicle’s drive characteristics and its 
positioning on the lawn and on the sidewalk strongly support 
the deputies’ version of events, not the suspect’s. For 
example, 


The Toyota Camry can not be placed in reverse (backup 
lights coming on and tires breaking traction) except 
through the deliberate actions of the driver (suspect). 


Investigation photos show that the left front tire of 
the Camry, which is a front-wheel drive vehicle, lost 
traction. A Toyota expert stated that it would be 
"impossible to have the left-front wheel*kee#e- traction 
without acceleration." 


Photos show that there was a change of direction of the 
Toyota from i sition on the lawn near the front of 
the house at ыс: and its final position 
against the deputies' car. The Toyota had been driven 
backwards and the steering wheel turned to the right. 
Such movement could only have be done if the suspect 
remained in the car. 


In its present form, the Review Committee's conclusion that 
the shooting violated M.P.&P. section 3-01/030.30 may not 
withstand Civil Service/judicial review. 


I recommend that the Force Review Committee request 
additional inquiry by Internal Affairs Bureau investigators 
into this information. I also recommend that staff of the 
Advocacy Unit review the Force Review Committee's conclusion 
and recommendation.

INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY

On January 3, 1995, Deputies Jeffrey Perry and Ш were involved in a non-hit 


shooting at the end of a short vehicle chase. They were in an unmarked car, and were not in pursuit 
during the chase. The suspect, Jose Sanchez, was driving a green, 1995 Toyota Camry which had 
been stolen earlier in the evening during a residential robbery. After a short distance, Sanchez 
drove the car into a driveway, across a lawn, and stopped it against a house. The Camry then 
backed toward where the deputies had stopped their car; this is when the shooting occurred. Both 
deputies wrote memorandums regarding the shooting (See Exhibit “A”) and field reports were also 
written (See Exhibit “B”). Deputy Perry’s statement was used as a basis for this Summary. Deputy 
has not been interviewed. 


Subject Perry said he and Deputy ШЕШЕ were parked in an unmarked police car maintaining a 
surveillance on two vehicles which had been stolen in a residential robbery earlier in their shift. 
The vehicles, a green 1995 Toyota Camry, and a Chevy Silverado pick-up truck were parked on the 
north side of Cudahy Street, facing west. Perry said they were over 100 yards away and also facing 
west. He said there had been four suspects in the robbery, and he believed each of them was armed. 


Subject Perry said he saw a white car, which he later recognized as Camry, pull alongside the green 
Camry and stop. Perry said there were people moving about and the two cars then made u-turns 
and left. He said the green Camry drove past them with the white Camry behind it. Perry said when 
the two cars drove past, they did not see how many suspects were in either car because he and 
ШЕШЕ leaned over in their seats so as not to be seen by the suspects. He said they made a u-turn 
and began following the suspects, simultaneously broadcasting via radio they were doing so. 


Subject Perry said as they followed the two cars, they wanted to stop the green Camry because it 
was a confirmed stolen car. He said the white Camry was swerving so as to make it impossible for 
them to pass it. Perry said after a short distance at high speeds, the two cars turned west onto 
Broadway. He said as they drove west on Broadway, they were about two to three car lengths 
behind the white Camry and a farther distance (the width of a few houses) behind the green Camry. 
Perry said the green Camry turned in the driveway of an address ШЕШ ог Bill houses west of 
Southgate Blvd. В Broadway and the white Camry continued westbound without stopping. 


Subject Perry said the green Camry entered the driveway at a 45 degree angle and drove across the 
lawn of the residence. Perry said the Camry continued driving across the lawn and planter of that 
residence and stopped at the house. He said he stopped their car at the mouth of the same driveway 
the Camry had entered, approximately 25-30 feet away from where the Camry stopped. 


Subject Perry said he got out the driver's door and Й exited via the passenger's door. He said 
he pointed his service weapon, identified himself as a deputy sheriff and ordered the driver to put 
his hands up. Ш was also giving commands to the occupants. Perry said he had not been able 
to see how many suspects were in the Camry when it originally drove past them on Cudahy Street 
and now, since the Camry's windows were so darkly tinted, he still could not tell. 


Subject Perry said after a few seconds, the Camry's reverse lights came on and the car began 
backing toward them, its front tires spinning slightly. Perry said he was startled when the Camry 
began backing toward them. He said he thought the car was coming at them in an attempt to hit 
him or jand kill them.

Subject Perry said the Camry was about 10 feet away and he knew it was not going to turn and go 
(forward) west. He said he fired twice at where the driver would be inside the Camry. Perry said һе 
did this to disable the driver and stop the car so it would not hit him or MM He said 


Subject Perry said the Camry was now 10-15 feet away and they were still unsure how many 
occupants were inside. He said he was aware that the suspects had committed a violent home 
invasion robbery and were armed, and he believed he would be engaged in a gunfight. Perry said 
he decocked and then cocked his pistol's safety as trained. He said he then went to the rear of the 
police car to reassess the situation and gain distance between him the Camry should the suspect 
exit. Perry said he and Ml had previously agreed not to split from each other during a foot 
pursuit. 


Subject Perry said once at the back of the car, the Camry's driver door opened, the suspect got out 
and looked toward them. He said the suspect made no movement toward them, but "bear crawled" 
away from the car. Perry said he could see the Suspect holding his hand against his body, as if he 
were holding a gun, although he did not see one. He said as the suspect crawled to the front of the 
Camry he slipped and nearly fell; he then ran away north toward the houses. Perry said he did not 
Shoot at the suspect because he did not perceive him as a threat as it seemed he was trying to 


Still possibly armed suspects inside the Camry, they waited for back-up units to arrive and then 
cleared the car. They found no additional suspects. 


Subject Perry said he does not recall the suspect trying to get out of the Camry or its door opening 
prior to the impact. He said the suspect got out of the car after the collision and not before. 


Witness (Suspect) Jose Sanchez said he got the green Camry from a friend named “Julio” (Suspect 
Julio Zermeno). He does not know Julio's last name, although he has known him for the last year. 


Witness Sanchez said he drove the green Camry west on Cudahy Street with Julio behind him in 
the white Camry. Sanchez said he was the only occupant of the green Camry. He said he saw a 
“narc” make a u-turn behind him so he “punched it more” and eventually turned left onto 
Broadway. Sanchez said at one point, the deputy passed Julio's car and got behind him. Sanchez 
said he then turned into a driveway, got out, and ran away to avoid capture. He said he knew the car 
was stolen, and how it was stolen, and did not want to get caught.

running without looking back. Sanchez said he did not put the car in "Reverse", but possibly 
“Neutral.” He said he did not accelerate backward toward the deputies and could not explain how 
the car got from where he Stopped it to where it collided with the Sheriff's vehicle. 


Witness Sanchez said when he drove into the driveway, the patrol car was right behind him and the 
deputies saw him get out and run. Sanchez said one deputy told him to "freeze" but he did not turn 
back and he then heard the shots. He said he did not have a gun with him, but was running with his 
hat in his hand. Sanchez said he was going over the fence, he heard at least six to eight being fired 
behind him and he thought his friend Julio was being shot at because Julio Бай been behind him 
(when they were driving). 


Witness Sanchez said after jumping several gates and avoiding two dogs, he went two or three 
blocks away where he laid in the bed of a pickup truck and covered himself with carpet. He was 
later found and captured. 

Witness Sanchez said he did not injure himself while going over the gates and his facial injuries 
occurred as he was moving on the ground while being handcuffed. Sanchez said he was "okay" 
and had no injuries other than the abrasion to his face. 

Both suspects Sanchez and Zermeno Pled guilty and were sentenced to six years in state prison. 


Five ueighborhood witnesses were interviewed; none of them witnessed the shooting,
